SCHOOL REPORT. 


REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The school year that has just closed has in many respects been the 
most successful for many years. The board has been fortunate in the 
choice of teachers who have inspired their scholars with a desire for 
knowledge. The parents have in most instances co-operated with the 
teachers and school board ; and when you find these factors all work- 
ing in harmony there will be no failure. 


NO, 1: 


The first term was taught by Miss Hannah Clifford, of Cornish, 
Maine, a Normal school graduate. Miss Clifford won the love of her 
pupils at the start and they all appeared willing to do their utmost to 
please her. 

The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Hattie Chase, of 
Lancaster, who took up Miss Clifford’s work without any break and 
carried the work ou with a thoroughness that is always noticeable in 
Miss Chase’s teaching. 

The advancement made by the scholars of this school is such as to 
prove the importance of being careful in the choice of teachers. 


NOs: 


This district is to be congratulated on having a school house at 
last. The building was not ready for occupation until the last of An- 
gust. During the spring term the children attended the other schools. 

The school opened with Miss Connie Simonds as teacher. This 
was Miss Simonds’ second school but she has shown bv her work that 
she has a natural aptitude for teaching. While laboring under diffi- 
culties consequent upon the lack of charts, maps, and other helps, she 
brought her scholars to a high state of efficiency, making it a real 
pleasure to visit her school and listen to the recitations. The school 
work will sustain a loss if Miss Simonds adheres to her decision to 
give up teaching. 


NO, 3. 


This district is unfortunate in not having a school house. With 
fifteen scholars, all of whom were more than two miles from any 
school, it was necessary for the school board to do the best they could 
and that best was very poor. The only available place was a room in 
the old Seales house, delapidated and cheerless, without conveniences 


30 
of any kind ; rough boards for desks ; a small stand for the teacher ; 
the stove a fireplace. Into this dismal make shift was Miss Marcia 
Aldrich introduced for her first attempt at teaching, and the fact that 
after one term in such quarters she was willing to undertake a second 
term where most older teachers would have refused, speaks well for 
her perseverance. ‘The parents are all well pleased with the advance- 
ment their children have made, and the showing of the school at my 
last visit speaks well for the steady and faithful work of Miss Aldrich. 


NO. 5. 


The spring term was taught by Miss Hattie Chase who endeared 
herself to both parents and scholars, making the school a success, and 
many regrets were expressed when the board decided to transfer Miss 
Chase to No. 1. 

The fall and winter terms were taught by Mrs. Hattie Aldrich, 
under whose successful methods the pupils made steady advancement, 
and it was very apparent at my last visit that the work had been 
thorough and that a sure foundation had been laid that would surely 
tell in the future. 


NO. 6. 


This school has been under the management of Miss Mary Carpen- 
ter, who has taught many terms in town. She brought to this school 
her happy faculty of gaining the respect and love of the scholars and 
the co-operation of the parents. 

The care she shows for the comfort and health of the smaller chil- 
dren endear her to the parents, while the government and thorough- 
ness in drill in the school room has made this school a success, which 
was shown by the desire to secure her services for the coring term. 


NO. 9. 


This school has been under the care of Miss Marv Hagan, of Lu- 
nenburg, Vt. Miss Hagan has taught six terms in this school and by 
her conscientious work she has awakened desires that cannot fail 
to make her pupils better fitted for their life’s work. I enjoyed noting 
the advancement the pupils made between my visits and became thor- 
oughly interested in watching the developement of the work. Parents 
and scholars appear tu be all desirious for Miss Hagan’s return. 

It is seif evident that unless there is a school house in No. 8, the 
money is in a great measure wasted, and with what the residents of 
the district are ready and willing to do in co-operation with the town 
it surely appears that not to build a school house this spring would be 
following a suicidal policy. With the increase in the number of our 
schools it will be necessary to raise more money for their support if we 
would keep up our number of weeks. We cannot very well save by 
cutting down the wages of our teachers as our prices are lower now 
than any of the neighboring towns. The Town appropriated $100.00 
extra last Nov. to give each district four weeks addition at school. 
Through no fauit of the school board the Kelso district and No. 3 fail- 
ed to have their additional weeks of school ; but the school board has 
reserved the money belonging to these schools and these schools will be 
given four weeks each extra the coming year, giving 12 weeks in the 
spring term which will commence Monday, April 17, 1899.
